At present dotails ary scanty, and 
while oromation by, fire is not allowed, it is 
porkaps carly in theday ‘to talk of employing 
elestricity for that purpose. The process isas 
follows :—The body being shrouded’ in aheats 
mado of ‘asbestos, is laid upon a frame composad 
of fire-brick, while at; the hestand foot are 
large copper plates, to which the leads from 
sprcially constructed dynamos of large electro- 
motive forco are attached. Tho-body apparont- 
lyocenpies the ‘position of the filament in an 
incandeseont lamp, and upon the current being 
pased thiongh it, would ba instantly carbonised ; 
while, as the air would have’ free access to it, 
‘the process of destruction, or rather docompoii-. 
tion, would be immodiate. This process appears 
to havo the recommendation of groat rapidity of 
action, and freedom from many of the objections 
to Cremation in the ordinary way, and admits of 
aaveral little improvaments nponall recognied 
forms of burial ; it might be so arranged that 
the next of kin or tho chief mourner should 
with his own hand press’ the knob sending 
the current throngh the body, and thus havo the 
melancholy sntisfection of performing the lst 
sai rites.
